Some 
200 years later, apparently, there 
were other printing presses In Safail, 
operated by the recently arrived 
Polish Hassidim until an carthquake 
and a rebellion of the Arab pensunts, 
who ‘burned and pillaged Jewish Sa- 
fad, put an end to Jewish printing 
activities there. 


THEN, APPARENTLY, the centre 
of Jewish printing moved to Jeru- 
salem where, in the latter part of 
the 19th century, Sir Moses Monte- 
flore offered a brand new British- 
made printing press to the sole 
existing printing shop, belonging to 
Rabbi Yisrae] Bak, who had also 
operated a press in Safed. Thiy 1841 
model, the biggest and the most 
modern at the time in ‘the Middic 
Hast, became, Hke Sir Moses’ wind- 
mill, a symbol of Jewish rebirth in 
the homeland.

THIS EXCELUENT anthology is 

about contemporary Jewlsh radical- 
lam — and not about Jews who are 
radicals. For various reasons, mod- 
ern radicalism has attracted Jews 
proportions. 
Many Jews were active in different 
forms of protest — often within a 
Jewish framework (eg. the Bund, 
trade

Soclalst Zionism, Jewish 
unlonism), but also within the gen- 
eral ‘Left-wing movement. 

After World War II there were 
algns of a retreat, and an essay 
written a8 late ag 1961 lamented the 
dearth of young Jews in radicalism 


in the U.S. But almost overnight ἴοι 


the gituation changed, and the ex- 
tremlty of expression — especially 
against the Jewish Establishment 


— was & massive shock to the older ! 


generation. Gilb explanations wers 
offered (“self-hate” has become a 
famillar slogan too easily trotted 
out under these circumstances), but 
there were also some thoughtful 
analyses and heart-searchings. Much 
was heard about Jews who were 
active jn the New-Left whose over- 
all antl-Qateblishmentarianism en- 
compassed algo the Jewish Watablish- 
ment and whose Indentification with 
the "Third World” often led them 
to a virulent anti-Zionist and antl- 
Israel stance, 


IT WAS TOWARDS the end of the 
1960s that the counterphenomenon 
of Jewlsh Radicalism crystallised 
around young Jews who sought to 
aynthoslae thelr radical and Jewish 
identitles. Varioua developments had 
turned these young Jews away from 
genera] radicalism — the disintegra- 
tion of the New Left; the disillusion- 
ment with the civil rights movement 
following the revelation of the ex- 
clusivist nature of the Black Power 
attitude; the ebbing of the Vietnam 
War and the accompanying protest 
movement; the setting-in of 8. general 
sense of lack of purpose and direction 
—combined with tthe depth of Jewish 
roots uncovered ‘by the reaction to 
the Six Day War. The White pro- 
test movement disintegrated into a 
Taultitude of groups doing their own 
thing — ocoult religions and mysti- 
, drug culture, Gay Lib, 
Women's Lib —- and Jewish Radical- 
jam emerged as one such “thing.” 
Ironically, the Jewish Hsteblish- 
Ment welcomed this development, 
even though it was itself very much 
the target of the Jewish radicals. 
But there was relief that the base 
of revolt had remained within 8 
Jewish context. The real extent of 
this Jewish participation in the New 
Left --- and in ‘both instances the 
numbers of young Jews actively in- 
volved compared with the total Jew-

Jem a “movement”: there is no com- 
mon platform and the multiplicity 
of small journals evidence a 
plethora of groups striving vaguely 
in the same direction but each tak- 
ing its own road.

is a general dissatiefaction with the 
values represented by parents, but 
this 18 expressed more in the form of 
apocalyptic enthusiasm than in any 
syatematic (eg.

Item: The smugness of upper 
5 middle class πατεῖν life in which 
the occasional Hp service to Jewlah 
values is seen ag ‘hypocritical (and 
the emotional attitude to Usrael 15 
also suspect); 
@ Item: The devotion to tthe cult: 
of success and “making it.” 
One of the most impressive es- 
saya in this book ig on “The Op- 
pression of America’s Jews” writ- 
ten ‘by Aviva Cantor Zuckoff, Op- 
pression, she says, 18 powerlessness 
— being forced into a sttuation in 
which you do not determine your 
destiny. She castigates the méntal- 
lity of the minority, the constant 
looking to goyim. for approval and 
the nausenting ide for elem- 
ental decency. “It is obscene,” she 
writes, “that we should award gayi 
for saving Jewish lives an . World 
War IL” 


The rung elites, she continues, 
have invented the Agsimilation Game 
for keeping Jews down: this fraud 
keeps Jews apart and therefore keeps 
them down. This involves program- 
ming to ethnic amnesia and Amer- 
‘ican Jewry has fallen Into the rtap, 
accepting their myths (og, ‘“Judeo- 
Christian civilization”) ss valid. 

‘Rer conclusion is that Diaspora 
Jews become nonpersons and that 
“while the prison door of America 
18 open, we δὲ in our cell.” The 
revolutionary solution Is that of the 
homeland — Israel. (One wonders if 
ahe 19 yet Hving here, after threat- 


ening to do so in & number of pub- 
licatlons over the last five years.) 


NOT ALL THD Jewish radicals 
reach that conclusion. There ure 
those who strongly offirm the Dias- 
pora, arguing that the very exist- 
ence of Israel as a state like other 
states makes a Diaspora ideology 
tenable, "The Diaspora ia no longer 
necesgary: therefore it 18 no longer 
an evil" fa one argument put for- 
ward, But generally, the Jewish 
radicals are Yarzel-centred. 

Their Jewish roots are derived 
from two main sources — tthe ethical 


and univeragallatle content of Juda- 
ism and Socialist Zionism. The Zion~ 
ist Radicals arose largely as a prot- 
est against the unti-Israeligm of the 
New Left. The Radical Zionist Al- 
Nance was founded in 1970. Its 
mumbera are small — it has 700 
™Mmembers on 76 campuses ~— and 
many of [15 leaders have moved to 
Israel. It defines its enemles as 
“power structure elements, whiie 
anti-Semites, Black militants, Rus- 
sla, Arabs, the situation of the Arab 
refugees, the current trends In Is- 
rael society, Jewish millionaires and 
court Jews, immorality and ostenta- 
tion, Jewish paranoia and cowardice.” 
Tts pantheon consists of Ber Boro- 
choy and Nahman Syrkin and its 
motto |g: “Be 8, Zlonist In the re- 
volution and & revolutionary in Zion.” 
It loathes chequebork Zionism which 
tarnishes 8 own Image of Zlon- 
ism a8 a national llberation move- 
ment — the starting polnts for Ite 
attacks on the student ieft and Arab 
propaganda, 

The radicals reject the current Jew- 
ish lifestyle in the U.S, but not 
Judaism and Jewlsh culture. They 
have come up with practical expe- 
rimentation, such as the Aavuror 
and their own form of Hassidism, 
There are mystica and Yiddishists 
and even admirers of the Satmarer 
Rebbe. The groups constitute an 
amorphous collection but they have 
one thing in common: they are acek- 
ing something In thelr Jewlsh roota 
to hold on to, some of them coming 
there after disillusionment with 
thelr search nother directions, 
others coming directly from an eh- 
lightened Orthodox background, 


The impact of Jewish Radleallam 
on the American community has 
been salutary. Although it Is a mar- 
ginal phenomenon, it hag sent out 
vibrations and stirred up still waters, 
I would expect that it has heen 
strengthened by the reactions to the 
Yom Kippur Wun. And it must he 
seen in long-term perapoctive, Hven 
if somc of ita manifestations appear 
immuture, what is important is the 
emergence of groups of young Jews 
who care and who are seeking to 
relate thelr Jewishness to the world 
of today. Their distaste for humbug 
is refreshing and parallels that of 
their Asraelt peers. “Creative Jew- 
ing" is thelc own pungent term — 
and it is one of the most hopeful 
concepts to emerge In the poat-Ho- 
locaust Jewish world. 

And in how many books on Ra- 
dicalism would the editora end their 
preface: “Finally we express our ap- 
preciation to our parents; this book 
la a gift of naches and joy.”
